"Th s Is not n civil war, II Is a w.tr 
of national defense nKa'n-''t an army of 
Moors and Foreign Lcglonnolrea", Mr. 
nuck said that a vast majority of the 
Spanish people la bch'nd • the Madrid 
Kovcrnmcnt and that Catholics nro by 
no menus aga ii.vt It, 

The speakor n'.so aiMod that tho Eup- 
port ot the .Moors, to whom ho has 
promised independence. Is! one of the 
main factors In general Fïanco's suc- 
cess 'so far. Italy nnd cljrmany, he 
said, arc hclp nK Franco wj^i arms and 
ammunitions whereas tho Loyalists 
have only Russl.i on tho'.r aide, 
Itrltlsh Policy 

In the course ot h'a address, Mr. 
lluck scored Drltlsh foreign policy 
which so far^ In his op'nlon, scents to 
have been dlctatccl by a do.slro lo help 
general Franco. Tho spc.ikcr .sa'd Hint 
at the beginning ot the war the Bald- 
win government treated tho two war- 
ring parlies as non-bolllgercnta refus- 
nc lo mil RUppllos to cither ot them, 
where.is now it treats Ihcm both ns 
l)eIllRcrents thu.i, according to Inter- 
national law, permitting g e n o r n I 
Franco to blockodo tho Spanish coast 
and prevent Russian supplies from 
reaching the Loyollsl nrm'es. 

In Ills address on "A Convict 
Speaks", Mr. Ruck said Ihnt Instead of 
slopping cr'.mo tho Cnnndinn prison 
system was "a hotbed of hnrdcne»l 
criminals", 

.Mr. Huck, who was lately released 
from K ngston poiilleiil ary afler s«r\'- 
Ing a term on n tmllUcal cliarco, mid 
that prisoners at present linvo no civil 
rights. No newspapers nro allowed In 
tho ponltenllary nnd Iho only news of 
tho outside world wh'c.h Inmnlen can 
have In lliai wlilnii now coiivlris bring 
In. This news always relalcii lo crime 

The rules of tho penlleiillarlcs, ar- 
cord'niî to Ruck, tend to tnako the con- 
vict ballevo himself nn niitcnsl and n 
vl.llm of noclely, Atimliltn silence Is 
enacted, no niiwiipa|"ir« can Ik) rend nnd 
brutnl forma of punlahmenl tiro rosorl 
ed to.

In Mr. Ruck's opinion It Is not the 
wnrili'ns and giiards wlio inakn lliu 
p^l^oll nyslcin piiin'rlmiH but llie ad 
niln Htrr.tlon wlilrli IioIiIn llial Iho pur 
poKn of gnuln Is iiiinlxlimnnl. 

Tho speaker closed h'a nddrens by 
saylnff that only by InrulrnOng a sense 
of soo'al rospona Itlllly In Ihs minds 
of ronvlcis ran crime tie nliitllnliod ninl 
Hint reforms In th« Canailliiii prison 
sysleiii ran only lie himighl about by 
hrlng ng Its defects in publia nnllce.

Editor Killed 



TOHN O. McNAUQHTON, son of 
J Dr. F. M. A. McNaughton of 

Westmoiint, was accidentally killed 
on Saturday Inst in a fall fiom tho 
slopes of tho "Chimney," one of 
the famous mountains In the vicin- 
ity of Geneva.

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Charity - A Question 
. For The State? 

OECE.NTLY at McGill we have had verj- 
.«trenuoiis o.impaign for the vainous 
charities. A larpe sum of money has been 
collected. That this money was necessary 
is beyond question. We are sure that it 
will be administered and spejit to the best 
advantape. But what of the principle be- 
hind this giving of money to private 
charities. 

In this day of the encroachment of 

government? upon the various fields of 
public and private endeavour is not the 
administration of charity a thing for the 
State to concern itself with. The State 
supports schools and railways. Why does 
it not handle charitj* to a greater extent. 
True we have a certain number of State 
hospital? and" there are certain State 
grants in aid of various charitable socie- 
tio?. But why does not the State take this 
whole question under control ? 

In tbis country there are vast pj'ob- 
lems facing the people. '\\Tiether they are 
faced as a united people acting through 
their government or by a large group of 
private citizens acting through a central 
agency, with smaller agencies assisting, is 
a question to be settled and settled soon. 

Amongst the most important prob- 
lems of today is that of slum clearance. 
There should be an active program of slum 
clearance — an active campaign to edu- 
cate the inhabitants of these areas in bet- 
ter living. There should be a greater 
study made of the cause of crime and the 
alleviation of certain social diseases. If 
the-se thinjr? are done, and done competent- 
ly by the State as has been done in other 
countries, the annual bill for charities wiJl 
be greatly reduced. 

And finally when these things are 
considered should not the State handle the 
remaining charities. In the old day.s the 
church managed matters of this nature. 
In these days the church as such is split 
into many sections, and the importance of 
others than Christians is now recognized. 
The administration of such an important 
thing p.F charity should not Ix? left to 
haphazard handling by a multitude of 
groups. It should be co-ordinated and 
managed by one central authority — the 
State. 

To date there have been many ad- 
vances of this nature. The recent Federal 
Legislation regarding housing is an ex- 
cellent example. There, are many town 
planning commissions and other bodies 
designed to alleviate some of the unfor- 
tunate circumstances which surround us. 
But wr.y y\'i]i half way. There are excel- 
lent exami^les of efficiently run State as- 
sistance in many countries today. Our 
governments .should profit by these ex- 
amples and proceed to clean up the un- 
desirable characteristics of our civiliza- 
tion. The proljlem has become too large 
for the individual organized in commit- 
tees, divided by religious and racial lines. 
It is time the people, organized as the 
^itaU'. st<'in":d in and alleviated a very 
jtre.ssintf \>ruiA<'in of cliarity.

There' 
he was eubjocled to such hardshlpa that at pr**ent 
hlfl life is despaired of. 



Music Review 



Y>i2STERDAY afternoon at Hia Majesty's Th«atr* 
muslo lovers of Montreal wer* treated to on* of th* 
best, symphonic programs over heard In this city. Th* 
Montréal Orchestra witli Emanuel Feuermann, lH 

guest soloist, put forth its best efforts, and a capacity 
audience applauded to the rottors. The orchestra 
.-iccmed infused with a spirit of accomplishment, ao 
often lacking In tho post, and Mr. Clarke drew from 
It such a wealth of delicate and powerful playing that 
11 wns difficult to believe that It was the same orches- 
tra that we havo listened to for ao long. 

The concert commenced with a Concerto Orosso 
for strings — quartet and orchestra — by Oeminlanl, 
an Italian contemporary of Cocb. This was the Con-; 
carlo's first performance In Canada, It was a pleas- 
ant litUa number with small Ingenuity in Its con- 
struction, but a pleasing classical atmosphere gave 
It a certain charm. 

The soloist of the afternoon, Mr. Feuermann, then 
appeared In Boccherini's concerto for Violoncello and 
Orchestra, This was a classical piece of somewhat 
later date than the first, but not much more ad- 
vanced. The soloist was impressive in the cadenzas 
but was not given much opportunity elsewhere. 

Beethoven's First Symphony completed the first 
half of the program, antl once agaiii gave the He to 
tho base assertion that the Montreal Orchestra can't 
play Beethoven. Never have I heard such an in- 
spired rendering, no. not by ToscaninI himself. May 
we hear more Beethoven this season, and played in 
this manner! 

The second half of the program' opened with 
Tchaikowskl's Variations on a Rococo Them*. The** 
might more aptly be termed Rococo Variations on • 
Theme, but the playins of the solo 'cello was any- 
thing but rococo. Mr. Feuermann has a sympatheUe 
touch, and his daintily modulated moods of expres- 
sion were a delight to the car. His stopping Is i>lnc- 
uluriy Immaculate and hia control of his instrument 
easily rates him his position at the top of the ladder. 

The concert came to • close with "Tintagel," a 
powerfully descriptive tone-poem by Arnold Bax. 
This ia un old favourite of Mr, Clarke's, but I venture 
lo suy liiui it has seldom been performed with such 
vigour. It is evident tliat the promised rejuvenatloa 
of tho Orchestra has be«o accomplished at last; in 
what magical way, ] cannot say, but we have here 
now In Montreal an orchestra tiiat can hold Its own 
with any extant. More power t? it.
